WASHINGTON —(AP)— The 


government today approved new 
ceilings expected to bring higher 
prices in most butcher shops for 
lamb, mutton and veal. 


The new regulations issued by 


the Office of Price Stabilization 
are effective next Tuesday. One 
sets dollars and cents ceilings for 


A wholesale lamb, yearling lamb and 


mutton. 


The second order authorizes re- 


tailers to figure new ceilings week- 
ly to reflect changes in wholesale 
prices of lamb, mutton and veal. 
This order permits markets to pass 
on to the public any changes in 
prices up or down. 


The new wholesale ceilings on 


lamb and mutton are based on a 
price of $58 for 100 pounds for 


ttj prime and choice carcas lamb sold 


by packers at Denver, Colo., $59.80 
in Chicago and Los Angeles, $61.20 
in New York and $62.80 in Miami. 
Wholesalers of lamb and mutton 
will add $2.50 per 100 pounds to 


price, plus

Fluorine for Dixon Water? 
Local Health 
Croup to Aid 
Action on Plan 
Major Drop in 
Children's Tooth 
Decay May Result 
The nation-wide discussion 


about the addition of fluoride 
salts to city water systems to 
prevent tooth decay may 
spread to Dixon soon. 


The Whiteside-Lee County 


Dental society went on record 
last spring in favor of the 
addition of the fluorides while 
the Lee county health service 
is preparing to back an edu- 
cational campaign in support 
of the program. 


Medical surveys indicate that 


two-thirds reduction of tooth de- 
cay can be expected in children 
who drink water containing fluo- 
rides from birth. 


Some Oppose Plan 


Though some local dentists re- 


portedly oppose the plan, the ma- 
jority of dental society members 
present at the meeting last spring 
approved the fluoride plan for 
lessening tooth decay in children, 
according to Dr. Charles Allen, 
Sterling, president of the society. 


No mentioa^, has been made of 


the system .at recent meetings, 
Dr. Allen said today, but he in- 
tends to bring it up, soon. The 
next meeting of the society is set 
for Nov. 29. 


Dr. Walter Grigg, acting Lee 


county • health-officer,, mid 
the 


county service will act a* an in- 
formation service for any civic 
group which want* to undertalc* 
a campaign to introduce a" "flubri- 
nation system in any Lee county 
community. 


Engineer to Check 


The health service also will 


arrange for a state engineer to 
check the water system and pro- 
vide a cost estimate. Installations 
in other cities have cost from $500 
to $1,500 depending on whether 
or not a water softener is needed, 
Dr. Grigg stated. 


This system is approved both 


by the Illinbis State Dental so- 
ciety and the American Water 
Works association. The approval 
of the Lee county board of health 
was obtained Tuesday night. 


Other Backing Needed 


Also necessary before the plan 


is presented is the written ap- 
proval of the county dental so- 
ciety. The state engineer must ap- 
prove the city's plan and it must 
prove safe and the cost must be 
reasonable. 


The state health department re- 


ports that water systems should 
contain 1 to 1% parts of residual

Lefs Investigate Flourine . . . 


EDITOR'S NOTE: What about fluorine for Dixon's 
city water supply? 


This chemical, now used extensively by dentists in 


combatting tooth decay, already has been adopted by 
many cities in an effort to protect its children's teeth. 


According to the Associated Press story at the 


right, "there is evidence that a two-thirds reduction in 
tooth decay can be expected among children drinking 
water containing a tiny amount of fluoride from 
birth.. ." 


According to an investigation conducted by The 


Telegraph, the addition of the tiny amount of fluorine 
needed to reduce tooth decay does not change the taste 
of drinking water. 


The Dixon Evening Telegraph recommends that 


city officials conduct a thorough investigation into the 
possible benefits of the addition of fluorine to the city's 
water supply. It also is recommended that civic and 
welfare groups in Dixon look into the possibility of 
backing the adoption of fluorinated water in Dixon. 


If the evidence gained from this investigation indi- 


cates that the health benefits gained from the use of 
fluorine outweigh its cost to taxpayers, The Telegraph 
recommends that its use be started in Dixon. 


Armament Race to Continue; 
Russia Rejects HSTs Proposal 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—Russia's quick rejection of the 


new Western disarmament plan apparently slammed the 
door today on all prospects for an early easing of tensions 
between the Western powers and the Soviet Union. 


Only 12 hours after President 


Truman outlined the proposal to 
the nation in a radio and television 
addresa aad appealed to the Krem- 
lin to accept it, he got an answer 
from Soviet Foreign Minister Vi- 
shinsky. 


Ridicules Plan 


- Speaking to the United Nations 
general assembly in P'aBs," VI- 
shinsky ridiculed the arms reduc- 
tion plan as "trifling" and "spuri-; 
ous" and countered with a Soviet 
proposal keyed to a call for" a 
world disarmament conference by 
next June 1. 


The swift Russian response to 


the "fresh approach" of the West 
on disarmament, therefore, con- 
tinues the old deadlock over this 
issue in the United Nations and 
means beyond any question, in the 
view of authorities here, that the 
arms race will go on. 


Truman described the arms plan 


as "foolproof and said it provided 
for: 


Provisions Listed 


1. An inventory of armies and 


armaments all over the world, in- 
cluding eventual disclosure of in- 
formation about atomic weapons— 
the number of which is presently 
top secret in both America and 
Russia. This inventory would de- 
velop into a permanent interna- 
tional inspeciton system. 


2. The negotiation of specific 


arrangements for reducing armed 
strength and determining the size 
and composition of forces which 
each nation should have. Ultimate- 
ly atomic weapons would be pro- 
hibited. 


3. Actually putting the reduc- 


tions in effect "as soon as that can 
be done with full knowledge and 
'airness to all."

Researcher 
Hits Lag in 
GiemicaPs Use 
Dental Expert 
Tells of Benefits 
To Children's Teeth 
DALLAS—(AP) — A fed- 


eral dental researcher this 
week decried "resistance and 
indifference" to suggestions 
that communities add fluorine 
in the form of fluoride salt 
to their drinking water in an 
effort to reduce tooth decay. 


Dr. John W. Knutson of the U.S. 


public health service, declaring 
that just a year ago, several na- 
tional health organizations en- 
dorsed "controlled water fluorida- 
tion," said: 


Only 118 Now Used 


"At present only 118 communi- 


ties in this country are fluoridat- 
ing their public water supplies. 


'I aay 'only 118' because at that 


rate it will require 15 to 30 years 
to bring about fluoridatioh of the 
16,750 public drinking water sup- 
plies in this country." 


Saying there is evidence that a 


two-thirds reduction in tooth de- 
cay can be expected among chil- 
dren drinking water containing a 
tiny amount of fluoride from 
birth, Dr. Knutson told the 45th 
annual .meeting of the Southern 
Medical association: 


Action Delayed 


"Nevertheless, there are signs 


that this remarkable public health 
measure is not being accepted on 
the basis of scientific evidence 
alone, and that action is being 
delayed and pnstponnd, not only 
by.those who nr« conservative and 
sjpw^to :SwvJ. on "sew tnethu^ 
but also by those who -ate- misin- 
formed or misguided by half- 
truths, rumors, and emotional pre- 
judices." 


He added: 
"x x x tn* job of educating 


the public regarding the benefits 
of water fluoridation has just be- 
gun, and our promotional efforts 
will have to be increased marked- 
ly if we are to counteract, suc- 
cessfully, resistance 
and indif- 


ference based on misinformation 
and misunderstanding."

Bradley, in a major address on 
strategy revision to fit atomic era 
warfare, said today the joint 
chiefs of staff have agreed "we 
must greatly increase our combat 
air power." 


The increase, the joint chiefs' 


chaiuvmn said, nuutt -be not* only 
in t'ne strategic 
and

strength of the air force, but pro- 
vide "considerable increase in navy 
•and marine air strength." He said 
there must be additional forces 
for all the services—ground, air 
and sea. 


Plane* Beat Weapons 


Of nuclear weapons, Bradley 


said: "The airplane continues to 
be the best method of projecting 
the power of the atom to the bat- 
tlefield, and to the heart of any 
large land-mass nation." At an- 
other point, he spoke of "atom 
bombs of all sizes." Taken to- 
gether, the two statements sug- 
gested that atomic artillery and 
guided missiles still remains defi- 
nitely in the experimental and de- 
velopment stage.

The New York Times in an

The offer, Krock said, repeated 


"a similar offer with respect to 
1948" 
which Mr. Truman made to 


Eisenhower at the Potsdam con- 
ference in 1945. 


Did Ike Reject? 


Krock's story said Eisenhower 


"strongly implied" rejection of the 
offer "by suggesting that great 
difficulties were presented by his 
fundamental 
disagreement with 


the administration on labor pol- 
icies, proposed amendments to the 
Taft-Hartly act and other policies 
and programs in the domestic 
field that have been sponsored by 
Mr. Truman. 


Taking into account, several pos- 


sible developments in both parties, 
Krock said that eventually Eisen- 
hower "might just possibly be 
able to make a platform accomo- 
dation with the Democrats." 


Krock mentioned the possibili- 


ties that Eisenhower might be the 
Republican candidate for presi- 
dent, or might support Sen. Ro- 
bert A. Taft of Ohio for the nomi- 
nation.

Library Runs by Wire 


In Michigan, ^pu Get the Word by Teletype 


INFORMATION, PLEASE: If you ask a question they can't an-

LANSING, Mich. — (NBA) — 


Michigan's libraries are now link- 
ed together in the first state-wide 
teletype network of libraries in 
the nation. All the public libraries 
and some private ones are tied 
into the system, a direct < result 
of a fire that almost destroyed 
the Michigan State Library. 


The library lost some 35,000 


books in the fire in the State Of- 
fice Building last February. Tens 
of thousands of others were water- 
soaked and partially 
damaged. 


The rest< of the 500,000-volume 
collection had fb be de-humidified 
before it could be used. For a time, 
at least, the library was out of 
business. 


But Mrs. Loleta D. Fyan, the 


state librarian, 
decided that a 


;eletype network—something she 
had long advocated—would help 
he crippled library and be a good. 
Jiing for the etate's library sys- 
tem as a whole. She pleaded her 
case before state officials and got 
the go-ahead.* * * 


A teletype machine was hastily 


set up in the basement of the 
State Capitol. 
Other machines 


were placed in extension offices, 
n the University of Michigan Li- 
brary, the Ryerson Public Library 


in Grand Rapids, the Detroit Pub- 
lic Library, and industrial refer- 
ence libraries like that at General 
Motors. 


Posters reading "teletype serv- 


ice available here" have gone up | 
in libraries throughout the state. 
Even in the most remote cornera^f 
of Michigan, people have come to 
take the service as a matter of 
course. 


All they have to do is go to any 


sttae library and ask for mtor--, 
mation—how many bushels of po- r 
tatoes are harvested, in Maine in - 
August, for example. 


* * * 


If the library doesn't have the 


information, it is a simple matter i 
for the librarian to ask, via tele-™* 
type, for the fact from a library ' 
that does. Similarly, books can be " 
ordered from branch libraries. 


At first, only unusual and emer- 


gency requests were filled. How^ : 
ever, the tempo was stepped up 
as the big State Library struggled * 
back into operation. 


Now there are plans to extend 


the service to other cooperating '~, 
libraries. Eventually, almost anyW 
Michigan resident will be able to 
get almost any question answered 
"while you wait."

brain" imported from Britain, the 


one of its kind in this coun- 


v Pink-tinted water circulating 


through its veins give students of 
economics a graphic picture of the 
U.S. economy in motion. 


For instance, when Congress 


spends more than taxes are bring- 
ing in, the machine shows what 
happens and how much. Water 
flowing through a series of tanks 
represents dollars. The source, na- 
tional Income, is drained off as 
"•Jy'ilow passes each tank.

A system of weights and bal- 


ances regulates the flow into and 
out of the tanks, which bear such 
labels as investment, government 
spending and consumption. 


Tile robot is affectionately dub- 


bed a "moniac" by Prof. Abba P. 


Lerner, formerly of the London 
School of Economics, who brought 
the device to America. 


"The machine's great value is 


that it has no intelligence," he 
says. "It takes nothing for grant- 
ed. When you make a mistake it 
lets you know about it." 


The "brain" has arms, too, 


which trace records of financial 
operations on charts. 
* * • 


Invented by W. A. Phillips, an 


Englishman, it has impressed of- 
ficials of the Bank of England and 
financial experts on the continent. 


The "moniac's" great virtue is 


that it dramatizes and clarifies a 
whole series of financial relation- 
ships that have hitherto been ex- 
tremely difficult for students to 
grasp. 


It may even wind up teaching 


the teachers. A robot without 
imagination, it forces the instruc- 
tor who operates it to check back 
on himself. 


Besides, it doesn't flunk any- 


body.

What Others Say 


A circuit court judge living in nearby Lee county pro- 


nounced a 99-year-impnsonment sentence upon an alleged 
slayer Tuesday afternoon in Dixon. The judge's statements 
preceding the actual sentence were the most dramatic ever 
uttered by a circuit judge in this area. His words, prior to 
the sentencing, will undoubtedly be handed down from gener- 
ation to generation—and from convicted slayer to convicted 
slayer. 


The judge, Robert Bracken of Dixon, was elected to of- 


fice only a few short weeks ago. His office has been con- 
tested. He is a Republican who (temporarily) became a 
Democrat so that his name could be on the ballot. He won. 
Here is why: 


Following are his statements which preceded the actual 


sentencing Tuesday afternoon of Henry "Preacher" Baxton, 
convicted slayer of Mrs. Julia Simpkms in Dixon last Sept. 9: 


"By the law of one of His commandments, God has said: 


Thou shalt not kill.' 


"Characteristic of man, and despite that commandment, 


men by law have decided that: "Whoever is guilty of mur- 
der shall suffer the punishment of death or imprisonment 
in the penitentiary for his natural life, or for a term of not 
leas than 14 years." 
( 
"Henry Baxton, you, by your own admission, have vio- 


jjlated the law of God and the law of man. You are guilty of 
^murder. 


"Never did it occur to me, as I traveled along the road 


of this troubled world that one day I would find myself 
clothed with the mantle of judicial authority, confronted with 


- the terrifying responsibility of disposing of a murderer. 


"The Lord permitted you to have been born and up to 


now—to the present time—to live as a member of human 
society. Why, no one knows. 
? 
"A jury of 12 men might perhaps, be justified in sentenc- 


ing you to death for not one word can be said in mitigation 
of your crime, and as I have observed your attitude in this 
courtroom you have never once even indicated sorrow or re- 
morse; but each member of that jury, on the dark night of 
the day of your execution could and would be, gratefully con- 
scious that 11 other men had agreed with him. 


"No matter what you have done—no matter how guilty 


you are—I cannot do it. I believe in the commandment and 
that it is as binding on me, sitting as the court, as it is bind- 
ing to eveify other human being. 
' 


"Death might end your troubles, because as you continue 


to live you will be forced to live alone with yourself, each day 
and each long night, adding to the horrifying and terrible 
memories of your crime; that you will always remember and 
you will never be able to forget. 


"You are 39 years old. I sentence you to 99 years in the 


Illinois state penitentiary, fully conscious, that, with time off 
for good behavior, it will be years, and years, and years be- 
fore you can ever hope to again walk the streets of this, or 
any other city, and that the only time you will ever see the 
stars in the sky, it will be from behind the cold, dark walls 
of the penitentiary, and—where the sun never shines. 


"I sentence you with your memories and your past, but, 


for some reason, I seem to have to add—God help you." 


(Editor's note: The convicted Baxton admittedly beat 


Mrs. Simpkms over the head with a whiskey bottle until his 
arm "grew tired," following a drinking party. He hit the 
woman so hard that the whiskey bottle broke off at the neck. 
He is 39 years of age now and, with good behavior to his 
credit, he might obtain a parole in 1984, when he is 72 years 
of age, after serving the maximum of 33 years of his 99~-year 
sentence.—Rochelle Leader.)

Jacoby on Canasta 


Use Discretion in Canasta Game

"Just how wrong was I?" asks 


a San Francisco correspondent. 
"My partner and I had 3200 
points and the opponents had 4500 
points This was the last hand (in 
all probability) of the last game 
for the evening 


"Before my partner or I had a 


chance to make our initial meld, 
the opponents had a red trey, 
their initial meld of 120, several 
other melds, a mixed canasta, and 
about six cards apiece in their 
hands 


"We finally made our initial 


meld and got up to a six-card 
meld My partner then asked for 
permission to go out. I refused, 
knowing that we would surely lose 
the game if the hand ended then 
and there 


"As a result, the hand went on. 


The opponents tried to meld out, 
but couldn't quite manage Mean- 
while, my partner and I developed 
several six-card melds, of which 
three were made up of natural 
cards only. 
* 


"Just as I was beginning to 


hope, the opponents went out. The 
final score showed that they had 
beaten us by 1600 points. 


"I was then scolded (not only 


by the opponents but also by my 
partner) for "dragging the game 
out." I insisted that I was going 
to play to win as long aa there 
was a spark of life. 


"Just how wrong was I?" 
The answer depends on why you 


play cards. In addition, you must 
consider the feelings of the other 
players and the lateness of the 
hour. 


If it is just a family game and 


the hour is already late, the 
friendly policy is to resign cheer- 
fully. Otherwise people will be re- 
luctant to start a game with you 
if there is any chance that it 
will run past the time that they 
like to go to sleep.

In each of the past several 


yean * campaign has been con- 
ducted under the auspices of the 
American Diabetes Association to 
identify about a million of our 
citizens who are believed to have 
diabetes and do not know it. 


This effort is extremely impor- 


tant since persons with diabetes 
who are not aware of their con- 
dition and are nqt being treated 
for it are likely to run into senous 
difficulties and complications later 
on 


D>abetes is one of our most 


senour chronic diseases. Not only 
are there believed to be some two 
million diabetic sufferers in the 
United States, but it is claimed 
that over four million, or about 
three per cent of the entire popu- 
lation, may eventually become 
diabetic. 


There are several things about 


this disease which everyone should 
know. It may develop at any age 
though it is more common after 
forty. 


In its early stages, a victim of 


the disease may not feel sick at all 
and consequently the disease can 
exist for many years without a 
diagnosis having been made. 


When symptoms are present, the 


most common ones are gradual 
loss of weight, excessive thirst and 
hunger or frequent urination The 
diagnosis cannot be made on these 
symptoms alone, however. It is 
necessary to examine the urine 
and blood before applying the 
label of diabetes, and before a 
treatment can be outlined to con- 
trol the disorder. 


People who belong to families 


in which other members have dia- 
betes should be particularly aware 
of the danger and should be ex- 
amined for this disease at fairly 
frequent intervals. 


Also, 
everyone 
should know 


that becoming overweight greatly 
increases the chances of develop- 
ing diabetes. 


CAUSES ARENT UNDERSTOOD 


Some of the basic causes of dia- 


betes are still not entirely under- 
stood. The seat of the disease ap- 
pears to lie in the pancreas, which 
is a small organ inside the Ab- 
dominal cavity. 
y 


This organ normally manufac- 


tures a certain chemical which 
helps the blood and tissues to 
use sugar taken into the body. In 
the presence of diabetes, this 
chemical is not produced in ade- 
quate amounts, so that the sugar 
is not entirely burned, and some 
of it spills over into the urine 
instead of being used by the body. 


If this abnormal condition is al- 


lowed to persist too long, and^, 
too severe, a number of senous 
things can develop which will be 
discussed in later articles this 
week At any rate, it is a definite- 
ly established fact that it i* im- 
portant to identify diabetes as 
early as possible, and to start the 
appropriate treatment promptly.

Natives Carved 


The popularity of briar, the burl 


on th« root of a shrub like heath- 
er that grows in Mediterranean 
countries, stems from about 1840. 
Legend says that a Frenchman, 
visiting a shrine to Napoleon on 
the island of Corsica, saw some 
natives carving one of the hard- 
grained burls. He had them fash- 
ion him a pipe—and that started 
a new pipe industry. 


It takes the burls from 15 years 


to several centuries to mature. 
They are then boiled in a special 
solution to remove the sap and 
seasoned from six months to two 
years. It takes 130 operations to 
create a fine hand-made pipe, in- 
cluding 18 separate polishings. 


About Meerschaum 


Meerschaum, sometimes known 


as "sea-foam," is 
a 
coral-like 


substance made from the hard- 
packed shells of prehistoric shell 
animals embedded in the red clay 
of Asia Minor. 
„„ "It has to be whittled by hand," 
"said Levinson. "We have only a 
few of these fine craftsmen left.

Illinois state penitentiary, fully conscious, that, with time off 
for good behavior, it will be years, and years, and years be- 
fore you can ever hope to again walk the streets of this, or 
any other city, and that the only time you will ever see the 
stars in the sky, it will be from behind the cold, dark walls 
of the penitentiary, and—where the sun never shines. 


"I sentence you with your memories and your past, but, 


for some reason, I seem to have to add—God help you."

Allowing Country to Go Socialist

S. S. CARONIA—I have been trying to rid my mind of precon- 


ceived angles and slant* on the story of Great Britain in a political 
convulsion which certainly is dangerous to my own country- I try 
to conquer my peeeimism but I can't persuade myself that the harm 
can be repaired or that Britain's downward course 
toward the doom of the continental countries on 
both sides of the iron curtain fan be reversed. His- 
tory cannot be re-wound like a reel of movies and 
the saying that history repeats itself is not true 
here. 


When did history give us the precedent for this 


descent from the Christian civilization of the west- 
ern world toward something worse than any of the 
alien eastern military and religious invasions that 
were either repelled or finally thrown out? When 
did a strong, enlightened mass of civilized western 
peoples hurl themselves into the abyss, like stampeding animals, 
as the peoples of the west have been doing in response to an irresisti- 
ble lunacy ever since IBM ? 


The British, especially the English, seem to me to have less ex- 


cuee than any of the others and their guilt therefore seems to me 
to be the worse. And the British manual workers, the element who 
may be described as wearing overalls, seem to me to be the guiltiest 
because it was they who permitted a \ery small element of super- 
cilious Socialists to seduce them into Socialism by means of a po- 
litical party using the endearing title of Labor. The English had the 
best civil discipline in the world and their manual workers wefe the 
most intelligent in matters of politics. They should have been able 
to perceive that Labor and Socialism are not synonymous, that Labor 
is a force, a human power, whereas Socialism is a political system. 
They are no more to be compared than electricity and religion. But 
they let themselves be persuaded that the Socialism of a few patron- 
izing plotters, such as the un-rnasculme G. Bernard Shaw, was not 
really Socialism at all but a program which they, the workers, had 
evolved by and for themselves and that they, the workers, were de- 
manding this on their own volition. This was not the case at all and 
they cannot say they were not warned for they had many,, many 
warnings and they ignored even their own great ledaer, the "radical" 
Lloyd George, who finally gave up with the despondent remark 
that they wouldn't believe their fate until the flood was upon them. 
"Trained weather prophets who forecast its coming will be laughed 
at," he wrote, "or told that they have a personal or party interest in 
ark-building." 


Now they 
have shared the 


wealth* of their rich families and 
:he result at this moment is na- 
tional bankruptcy and personal 
poverty in all their classes. They 
are still on a hunger diet no more 
appetizing nor nourishing for be- 
ng called "austerity" and there 
are little indications that the 
workers, so famous for their obed- 
ence to law, are weakening under 
the long strain of wars, disap- 
jointment, 
denial 
and failure. 


Some of them, at least, are bark- 
ening to Aneurin Bevan, who 
ieems to have most of the worst 
if Huey Long in hia make-up. Be- 
Tan told them three years ago 
that the defeat of his Socialist 
party at the polls would close 
all roads but the road to Civil war 
and a blood-bath. That defeat has 
now come. 


I wondner how many Americans 


will realize before it is too late 
hat the officials of the British 
abor unions, who delivered their 
>eople into the hands of a terribly 
ncompetent and more and more 
•ugnacious group of bureaucrats, 
.re now ignoring our government 
o do political busines, direct, with 
he bosses of the American unions. 
It-is foolish to Ignore the fact 


that our unions are Hitlerian So- 
ialistic dictatorships, run by ty- 
rants who make only a hollow pre- 
pense, at best, of submitting to fair 
Sections. Our unioneers find that 
they have everything in common 
with the British unioneers who so 
speedily brought their own coun- 
try down from her honored and 
envied position to the status of a 
sick and seedy moocher living on 
handouts from Washington. 


Without our knowledge or, cer- 


tainly, with the knowledge of only 
a haindful of American citizens,

meld. My partner then asked for 
permission to go out. I refused, 
knowing that we would surely lose 
the game if the hand ended then 
and there. 


"As a result, the hand went on. 


The opponents tried to meld out, 
but couldn't quite manage. Mean- 
while, my partner and I developed 
several six-card melds, of which 
three were made up of natural 
cards only.

"Just as I was beginning to 


hope, the opponents went out. The 
final score showed that they had 
beaten us by 1600 points. 


"I was then scolded (not only 


by the opponents but also by my 
partner) for "dragging the gam* 
out." I insisted that I was going 
to play to win as long as there 
was a spark of life. 


"Just how wrong was I?" 
The answer depends on why you 


play cards. In addition, you must 
consider the feelings of the other 
players and the lateness of the 
hour. 


If it is just a family game and 


the hour is already late, the 
friendly policy is to resign cheer- 
fully. Otherwise people will be re- 
luctant to start a game with you 
if there is any chance that it 
will "run past the time that they 
like to go to sleep. 


If you're playing in a club or 


in a tournament, you don't owe 
that sort of consideration to the 
other players. If you want to 
fight tooth and nail, the other 
players must let you have your 
way and they have no right to 
beef about it. 


In a tournament, your attitude 


would be 100 per cent correct. You 
keep fighting as long as there is 
the slightest chance to pull the 
game out of the fire. You never 
quit, and you have a right to ex- 
pect your partner will be equally 
unyielding.

4 Million Americans May 
Eventually Have Diabetes 


In each of the past several 


yean * campaign has been con- 
ducted under the auspices of the 
American Diabetes Association to 
identify about a million of our 
citizens who are believed to have 
diabetes and do not know it. 


This effort is extremely impor- 


tant since persons with diabetes 
who are not aware of their con- 
dition and are nojt being treated 
for it are likely to run into serious 
difficulties and complications later 
on. 


Diabetes is one of our most 


seriour chronic diseases. Not only 
are there believed to be some two 
million diabetic sufferers in the 
United States, but it is claimed 
that over four million, or about 
three per cent of the entire popu- 
lation, may eventually become 
diabetic. 


There are several things about 


this disease which everyone should 
know. It may develop at any age. 
though it is more common after 
forty. 


In its early stages, a victim of 


the disease may not feel sick at all 
and consequently the disease can 
exist for many years without a 
diagnosis having been made. 


When symptoms are present, the 


most common ones are gradual 
loss of weight, excessive thirst and 
hunger, or frequent urination. The 
diagnosis cannot be made on these 
symptoms alone, however. It is 
necessary to examine the urine 
and blood before applying the 
label of diabetes, and before a 
treatment can be outlined to con- 
trol the disorder. 


People who belong to families 


in which other members have dia- 
betes should be particularly aware 
of the danger and should be ex- 
amined for this disease at fairly 
frequent intervals. 


Also, everyone should know 


that becoming overweight greatly 
increases the chances of develop- 
ing diabetes. 


CAUSES AREN'T UNDERBID* 


Some of the basic causes of d 


betes are still not entirely und 
stood. The seat of the disease i 
pears to he in the pancreas, wh 
is a small organ inside the < 
dominal cavity. 


This organ normally manut

Reason for This 


"There is a reason so few pipe

' ical pipe smoker is -more self- 


assured inwardly—more patient 
mnd contemplative than the aver- 
age man." 


A case in point: England, where 


tO per cent of the men smoke 
pipes, has an extremely low crime 
rate. 


Another cheering bit of news 


for pipe smokers: Congress re- 
cently cut the tax on smoking 
tobacco from 18 cents a pound 
down to ten cents. 


Pipes can be made from many 


substances—clay, pipestone, corn- 
cobs, hickory, cherry wood, 
or

lumber, briar 
and 


meerschaum. 


Natives Carved 


The popularity of briar, the burl 


on the root of a shrub like heath- 
er that grows in Mediterranean 
countries, stems from about 1840. 
Legend says that a Frenchman, 
visiting a shrine to Napoleon on 
the island of Corsica, saw some 
natives carving one of the hard- 
grained burls. He had them fash- 
ion him a pipe—and that started 
a new pipe industry. 


It takes the burls from 15 years 


to several centuries to mature. 
They are then boiled in a special 
solution to remove the sap and 
seasoned from six months to two 
years. It takes 130 operations to 
create a fine hand-made pipe, in- 
cluding 18 separate polishings. 


About Meerschaum 


Meerschaum, sometimes known 


as "sea-foam," is 
a 
coral-hke 


substance made from the hard- 
packed shells of prehistoric shell 
animals embedded in the red clay 
of Asia Minor. 
, ^ "It has to be whittled by hand," 
Tsaid Levinson. "We have only a 
few of these fine craftsmen left. 
When they die off, I doubt If 
there will be any more made in 
thU country."

WASHINGTON, (AP)—Except 


for a few new trimmings, this 
country's last peace proposal for 
world disarmament is about the 
•ame plan which the Russians re- 
jected when we made it several 
years ago. 
^ So it's pretty certain they'll just 
.. ject it again, which means that 
at this moment peace doesn't look 
any closer than it did before, al- 
though this country and its allies 
made world head-lines as peace- 
seekers. 


Gave Selves Buildup 


. They gave themselves a good 
buildup. Yesterday the U.S., Brit- 
ain and France announced they'd 
offer their plan in the United Na- 
tions at Paris today. 


*> And President Truman went on 
the radio last night to plug the 
idea. And he said that if the 
Russians don't accept this plan it 
means they don't want peace. 


This may have some propaganda 


value around the world, although 
that's questionable, and such a 
statement is hardly likely to scare 
or embarrass the Russians into 
accepting something 
they had 


turned down before. 
CiThis is the meat in the coconut. 
Previously we had proposed to 
stop the mad world race to make 
atomic bombs. How? The United 
Nations would set up teams of in- 
spectors. 


Inspectors Would Travel 


They'd go into every country 


capable of making bombs and be 
•ure to see that none was made 
any more. And they'd make a con- 
tinuous inspection. Which means 
^iey'd stay inside Russia and keep 
poking around. 


Tl^t was in the days before the 


Russians themselves* had 
any 


bombs. But first, the Russians 
•aid, the U.S. would have'to de- 
•troy its stock of bombs. And 
further, they didn'f want any part 
of that continuous inspection idea. 


You don't have to be a diplomat 


to figure out how long it should 
take the U.S. and Russia to agree 
~1) on who'd be on the inspections 
teams and where they could go 
Inside a country and (2) how much 
the two countries should disarm. 


Plan Needs Time 


So even if tomorrow the Rus- 


ftians accepted this country's pro- 
posal it would take a long time 
before the dream of controlled dis- 
armament could be brought about. 


We can all hope for peace. But 


that doesn't mean we can expect 
'*. And the Russians will have an 
^-rtiswer very shortly, which prob- 
ably wil make relations worse in- 
stead of better.

Trust To Knowlege, Not Luck, 


Expert Says 
Buying 


BY GALE DUGAS 


NEW YORK—Are you, at this 


moment, wearing; a diamond? Or, 
do you own one that's tucked 
away in a safe place? Chances 
are good that the answer to one 
or both questions is yes. 


When you bought that diamond, 


how much did you know about it ? 
And how much do you really 
know about it now? Are you ab- 
solutely sure of its color, perfec- 
tion, brilliancy, cut and weight ? 


Probably not. Most people stag- 


ger through the purchase of a dia- 
mond blindly, trusting to luck and 
what they think is their own good 
judgment. Some never buy dia- 
monds at all because they're afraid 
to take the risk involved in such 
an important purchase. 


All of this, according to diamond 


expert Louis S. Weber, is un- 
necessary. Anyone can familiar- 
ize himself with diamonds to the 
extent that he'll know exactly 
what he's getting. Born in Vienna, 
Louis Weber is a member of a 
family 
of diamond merchants. 


Now in New York, he often is 
called on to settle the matter when 
dealers cannot agree on the price 
of a stone. 
; 


In his recently published book. 
Buying a Diamond? Know How!" 
Louis Weber rates the five factors 
that determine the value of a dia- 
mond in this order: first, color; 
second, 
perfection; 
third, 
bril- 


liancy; fourth, ojit; fifth weight. 


In judging color, you'll find the 


term "blue-white" misleading as 
applied to the average stone. The 
blue-white and the colorless white 
diamonds are very rare and there- 
fore, extremely costly. Best pro- 
tection here is to learn the color 
classifications thoroughly. You'll 
learn, too, that as the color of the 
average diamond increases, its 
value decreases. The exception 
here is the very rare, very fine 
colored diamond. 


Perfection is one of the most 


important 
factors affecting the 


price of a diamond. But it applies 
only to the flaws within a stone

and cannot be used in connection 
with cut, color or brilliancy. Yet, 
a diamond does not have to "be per- 
fect to be a fine stone. It an im- 
perfection is out of sight when the 
stone is set and thus doesn't in- 
terfere with its beauty, it is con- 
sidered unimportant. 


The brilliance of the diamond 


gives it its sparkle. Seen from the 
top, the stone should appear to be 
packed with dense, overlapping 
rays of colored scintillation that 
appear to be welling up from*the 
bottom of the stone. Any break 
in these rays affects the brilliancy 
and decreases the stone's worth. 


The cut of diamond that you 


pick is largely a matter of per- 
sonal taste. But a round diamond 
can be cut to greater beauty and 
brilliance 
than any 
other. In 


judging cut, look for pleasing pro- 
portion, so that the diamond looks 
well-balanced when compared to 
other stones and so that the pat-

Bookworm 


CINCINNATI—(AP) — Ruther- 


ford B. Hayes, 19th U. S. presi- 
dent, had it all over the modern 
college boy when it came to read- 
ing books, according to Wyman 
W. Parker, University of Cincin- 
nati librarian. 


Today's Joe College reads 5.6 


books a year outside of his class- 
room assignments. Hayes read 36 
books a year during his 1938-42 
undergraduate days at Kenyon 
college, Gambier, O. Of course to- 
day's collegian has more distrac- 
tions like radio, television, auto- 
mobiles and coeds. 


Hayes qualified as a campus 


bookworm even for those days. Ac- 
cording to the record of his library 
withdrawals, Hayes liked history, 
biography, 
fiction, 
poetry 
and 


drama. His later work as chair- 
man of the joint library commit- 
tee of congress helped make the li- 
brary of congress the world's larg- 
est library.
